“Through this ambitious plan the

GREAT INDUSTRIES OF TROY. 
The City of Collars and Cuffs. 
In a very instructive article on the 


progress of the éollar-making industry 
at Troy, N. Y., the New York Tribune

tells how the city of Troy bears the} 


brand of the collar and cuff industry so 
conspicuously that one cannot be in 
the place jong before one discovers it: 

Factories of gigantic proportions and 
other smaller enes and shops are lo- 
cated in various parts of the city, Some 
of these are near the railway stations, 
where the collar and cuff signs may be 
seen by the traveling ocmmunity; others

pendent on the collar industry for busi- 
ness display the word “collar” on their 
signs, and at every step one is re- 
minded of the fact that he is in the 
home of that important article of wear- 
ing apparel. But one would know that 
he waa in the collar city if he did not 
see, becaus the article and its process 
of manufacture are discussed so much. 
Not only the storekeepers and the men 
and women who are directly depend- 
ent on the factories talk “collar,”’ but 
people in all walks of life know all 
about “turning,” “ ing,” “stitching” 
and “boxing,” and the news from. the 
collar world is interesting to every one. 
It is about seventy-five years since 
collars were first made in Troy. At 
that time shirts were made with col-° 
lars attached, and the detachable col- 
lar was a remarkable reform in men’s 
wear. The wife of a Troy blacksmith 
has been credited with making the first 
separate collars for sale. These were 
cut with scissors on a pero pattern, 
and were sold to a Troy store. Then 
the merchant took up the business, 
three for 


who. paid women shillings 
and ironing a dozen 
collars. 

In 1829 Ebenezer Brown, a retired 
Methodist minister, went into the dry 
goods trade at Troy. That was the be- 

nning. 

roy by two enterprising 
from that time to the present the in- 
dustry has grown steadily. The intro- 
duction of the sewing machine gave the 
business a great boom. athaniel 
Wheeler of the Wheeler & Wilson Co., 
came to Troy in 1851 to introduce his 
machines, but there was much opposi- 
tion on the part of small manufactur- 
ers, who had no confidence in the new- 
fangied things. But Jefferson Gardner 


| took the machines into his factory, they 


were improved to meet the demands of 
the \business, and within a short time 
others followed and hand work ceased. 
Another great stride in the business 
was made when the first laundry in 
connection with a shop was started by 
Independence Stark. ew collar shops 
were started and additional business 
was done when the machines were 
driven by power, and when the wash- 
ing and ironing machinery was intro- 
duced. But despite all the labor-saving 
machinery and all the improvements, 
the original idea of giving out work to 
be done at home is still in vogue to a 
great extent, and people in Troy and 
vicinity still do collar work in their 
homes as they did in the days of Domi- 
nie Brown,

business. The 
w for that year amounted to 
$1,373,000; the capital employed was 
$1,371,000, and the value of the product 
was $4,030,000. There are now twenty- 
seven factories in Troy where collars, 
cuffs and shirts are made. Of these 
eight have their own laundries, 
there are six large laundry establish- 
ments in which factory work is done. 
The laundries have attained such a 
wide reputation for excellence that 
“Troy”’ undries may be found al 
over the country. Much of the work 
is done by machinery, although iron-

ing by hand is done in nearly all the 


large laundries, and the work is 
about equally divided between men 
and womer. 

The shirt, collar and cuff business 
gives employment to about 15,000 
sons in y and Rensselaer, of whom 
more than four-fifths are women.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 

Railway Building in 1901. 
Keeping pace with the general pros- 
perity of the country,’ railway bulld- 
ing in the United States during the 
year just closing has exceeded that of 
any previous year since 1890, when 5670 
miles of new line were completed, and 
the record of that year might have 
been had the steel milis been 
able to furnish the necessary rails: Our 
records for 1901 show that, with the 
returns thus far received and with a 
number of lines yet to hear from, not 
less than 5057 miles of track have been

Income and Expenditure of Railways. 


The preliminary report on the iacome. 
account of railways in the United 
States for the year ending on June %#, 
1901, prepared by the statistician to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, in- 
cludes returns of railway companies 
operating 192,193. miles of line, or nearly 
all that will be included in the final 
report for the year. 

The passenger earnings of these rail- 
ways Were $426,909.210, and the freight 
earnings $1,114,740.770. The total gross 
earnings Were $1,578,164,205, or: $8211 per 
mile of line. earnings, as 
shown in the final report for 1900, were 
$1,487,044,814. As the operating expensés 
amounted to $1,023,156,281, or $5323 per 
mile of line, the net earnings ‘of the 
roads contained in this advance state- 
ment were $555,007,924, or $35,577,218 in 
excess of their earnings during the fis- 
cal year 1900. The total income of these 
roads, including $65.271.244 received 
from investments and other sources, 
was $620,279,168. Deductions from in- 
come, not including dividends, , were 
$421,625,796. Included in this amount are 
interest on bonds, rents for leaged lines, 
betterments charged to Income, taxes 
($47,041,214.) and miscellaneous chatge- 
The amount of dividends declared dur- 
ihg the year was $121,108.637. The 
mount of dividends shown for the 
roads in 1900 was $108,210,652, or 
nearly $13,000,000 less. The surplus 
from operations was $77,544,735. In the 
complete reeport for the preceding year 
ending on June 30, 1900, the surplus was 
found to be $87,637, 

With respect to dividends, however, 
it should be noted that as the prelim- 
inary report ix confined oe returns of 
operating roads, the dividends shown 
therein do not represent the entire 
amount of dividends declared on the 
stocks of all the railways of the United 
States, because the dividends of leared 
lines are paid from the rentals they 
receive from the operating lines. The 
dividends paid by the two classes of 
companies annually include about $3¢,- 

000,000 ‘paid on the part of leased lines.
